New Yorx, August 19, 1880.— From the Bat- 
tery Park to Central Park, via the Elevated 
Railwavy,is a delightful pilgrimage on a sultry 
day, when tne jolly frisking of the aerial train 
around curves sends waves of purer air into 
the coaches, and affords a pleasant gitmpse o! 
moving tree tops as we flash by metropolitan 
green places, where drowsy peusioners and 
nursery maids congregate to feed the spar - 
The late arrival of the obelisk and the 


rows. 
consequent gossip about its ultimate 
igcation have freshened up the local 
interest in the Central Park sites, 
and the substantial art bullding erected 
at the Eighty-second street gate, con- 


tainiug the curious Cypriote collection given 
by General di Cesnola, when Governor of 
Cyprus, besides a loan exbibition of rare laces, 
vellums, porcelains, marbles and paintings. 
Leaving the railway at its terminus at Fifty- 
ninth street, you getinto a chariot just one 
block further east, which rolls swiftly 
toward the Museum, and has sped over 
twenty-three blocks of concrete and shade, 
and let you down before you have hardly fre- 
alized it. You divine that it is ever so much 
nicer sitting aloftin the breezy wagon behind 
eeperous gray horses, more than willing to 
give you the value ofthe pittance you pay in 
a good round trot,with disclosures of lakes and 
swaps and fashionable people, than to tramp 
wearily through halls and galleries with 
other wearw and sorefooted people who do not 
spare themselves while sight-seeing, but 
walk on, like Theseus, through a labyrinth of 
curious, beautiful an d grotesque 
things, their silken thread being the hum- 
-bugging little catalogues which only 
benight one the more, and make one’s eyes 
ache blindly. The unbappy man who invests 


in a libretto at the opera comes away witha 
fine technical knowledge of the situation, 
put little or none of the score—he has lost all 
the music. Now a word of advice from a 
weary pilgrim may be thankfully accepted by 
prospective weary pilgrims. Buy your cata- 
ſogues—there are Only srix—get a seat in a 
shady corner and study them thoroughly 
have allthe galleries at your fingers’ ends, 
and then make a brave start, and if your feet 
bold cut you have a fair prospect of seeing 
about balf the collection; the rest of it you 
glauce at. A catalogue well studied can teil 
you what is best worth seelng according to 
your taste andeducation, At the entrance of 
tue west door are some exquisite marbles. 
HAUGHTY QUEEN SEMIRAMIS, 


Medea and Cleopatra, one of the love- 
liest groups being a Latona and 
babes by the sculptor Rhine- 
bardt. The mother looks down with pardon- 


able pride into the exquisite fates of Apollo 
and — do are cuddled up asleev in her 
happy aims. This is to the mind of nearly 
ali visitors the gem of the marbles. There's 
a Gorgonian heed iu bronze of William Cul- 
len Bryant, and before you have ceased to 
wonder why anything so hideous was made, 
you have been hustled forward and inthe 
saucy and clever face of Walter Scott, or the 
severe beauty of Praxiteles, forgot all about 
the other. Near by is also Canova’s Napoleon, 


which receives homuge like a shrine. 
nthusiasm longs fjondivy to twine 
about that cold and austere 
brow a wreath of laurel-, but 


enthusiasm makes a note of it, aud goes on to 
something else with the dogged perseverance 
ofa slave to duty which Frederick, tha 

nauchty pirate of Pemzance, could not have 
more than emulated. As country people al- 
ways laugh at a tragedy, exploding with good 
nature at the murder of Duncan by Mac eth, 
so rural visitors to the first floor of the Art 
Hall grin allover at the clay monstrosities 
and hideous scarecrows in glass cases, from 
Kgyptand Cyprus, irreverentially forgetting 
that they are gazing unmoved on the work of 
hands which for forty-five centuries have 
been turninginto dust. One thing may be re- 
marked of Phoenician sculpture. While they 
bad aridiculousidea of anatomy and failed 
dismyliy to make any than the vilest imita- 
tions of man, as to his body, arms amd 
fect, they partook of Greek 
excellence i@ portraiture, and their ideal 
heads are severely classic and acquiline. 
Tbese ¢fligies and siatues are of the soft yel- 
low sandstone found on the island, to the ex- 
clusion of stone and marble. Tbe wonder is 
thut it has withstood time so well. Near the 
east door is a plaster cast of Sargon, Assyrian 
Emperor, father of Sennacberib. a cheerful 
old party to meet on a dark night. Near by 
is a case full of little green glazed gods and 
goddesses, Which were dug up from Ezyp- 
tian graves, where itis supposed they have 
done all the good they can. Here is a female 
borroi—tbe goddess Hathor. 

THE EGYPTIAN VENUS. 

Alabaster toilet bottles. mortars, pesties, 
amulets, heads, battle axes, busts, skulls anu 
a variety of other things*to prevent one’s 
sleeping for a night or two. The style of gar - 
ment forcivillife and War, the sort of toga 
and the crimped, wavy beard, are made much 
more clear to one than by any description or 
picture. And many of the heads reveala 
method which modern art has not excelled. 

But although tbe lover aud hanger-on of 
‘Museums must ever avd ever dote on an- 
tiquities, and long to break a case and ruu 
away with «a vellum life of Christ from the 
fourteenth century, illuminated magnuificent- 
ly. still the bundreds of rare paintings up- 
stairs are demanding attention, and so 
reluctantly all the curios below are given up 
toafresh mob. And the good soul who thus 
fees from pottery temptations is rewarded on 
the way up by Le Fevre’s magnificent por- 
traits, larger than life, of the ill-fated

Bartoleme Estevan Muriilo has a Holy Fami- 
ly some better than afew otber fellows’ holy 
families, but once out of their bearing we 
may dare to whisper that these holv families 
by the masters look like pictures of tramps 
foragmg. One Flight into Egypt“ is too 
ridiculous for anything. Joseph and the 
donkey look like a Jewish peddler and his 
mule. Rubens—whose whole name was 
Peter Paul—Has also A Return from 
Egypt,“ painted for the Church of the Jesuits 
at Antwerp some time prior to 1640. No 
doubt the treatment, the management of col- 
or and drapery was most excellent in the time 
of those masters, but some hands and busts 


are outrageous, and the holy chiid, 
and John the Baptist—his play- 
fellow—too often look like little blad- 


der boys, who are likely to pop open and 
disappear like toy bslloons. Aart Van der 
Neer, a celebrated Dutch painter of 1600, has 
a very fine sunset scene, rather better than 
the average landscape of his day. This mas- 
ter, it seems, might reasonably have remain- 
ed im obscurity several more centuries, sign- 
ing his name as he did with bis peculiar mouo- 
grammatie signature. Van Ostade was rather

flowing blood of a dying people as to freeze

Inthe east gallery is the collection of the 
late Wm.

Naturally, it is impossible to describe all 
the rare works inthis magnificent collection 
at the Art Hall in a limited article like this.

How a City of Ten Thousand Inhabit- 
ants Has Sprung Up ina 
Single Year. |

All Diseases and Makes Man- 
kind Happy. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
EUREKA SPRINGS, ARK., August 18.—This 
is unquestionably the most wonderful place 
ofthe kind on the continent. Right here 
where there was nothing but a howling wilder- 
ness something over a year ago there isnow a 
city of ten thousand inhabitants with stores, 
factories, hotele, livery stables and all the other 
concomitants. All this marvelous change has 
come from alittle spring whose waters have 
been proved to possess astonishing curative 
powers. Thereis but one other thing in the 
world that will draw people together in such 
multitudes, and that is gold. This place con- 
stantly reminds one of Virginia City or Lead- 
ville or any of the other great mining towns of 
the West that sprang up like a mushroom in a 


night. You see here the same kind 
of little shanties, uncouth and un- 
painted, the same stage coaches, 


the same precipitous mountains, though not 
so high, and the same general inadaptability 
for human habitation in general. The houses 
here are built in the most inconceivable atti- 
tudes and places. Most of them are on such 
a steep incline that they rest on long stilts on 


one side ard on a rock onthe other. A 
cyclope would have a hilarious time if it 
should come along this way. There is only 
one thoroughfare that suggests the idea ofa 
street, and thatis not wide enough fora 
wagon to turn around init. The euphonious 
and suggestive name of this passage-way is 
Mud street, anditis simply the bedof a 
stream called 
LEATHERWOOD, 

which bas its origin in the immediate vicinity 
and which flows down into White River some 
seven milestothe north. It reminds one of 
the sluggish stream that passes through [lot 
Springs and that carries off the low-tempera- 
tured water and filth of that distinguished re- 
soit, only it is notso large and the spaces be- 
tween it ard the mountains are not so wide. 
In some places the houses are built on either 
side of it and at other places immediately 
over it, and should it ever rise to the dignity 
of 4 freshet, balf the business portion of the

i.s appearance, and directly in its track, is a 
rcund basin about five inches deep and ten 
ches across. It is smooth and regular, and 
bears every appearance of having been made 
by buman bands. In fact, it is positively 
certain that it was not made by the action of 
the water, and the most reasonable supposi- 
tion is that it was dug out by the aborigines 
years before the white man came to the coun- 
try, and that they had a knowledge of the 
neuling properties of the water. This basin 
was first discovered twenty-five years 
ago by Dr. Alvale Jackson, an old pioneer, who 
claimed to be the first to realize the virtues of 
the spring. At that time the water ran allthe 
way down tothe gulch below on a level sur- 
face and the pretty white-bottomed basin was 
filled with clay and gravel sediment. Around 
this spot the people gather in 
CROWDS ALL THE DAY LONG 

and far into the night. They begin to arrive 
atthe early dawn, bringing their cups, buck- 
ets, pitchers, casks, cans and jugs. Itisa 
miscellaneous company of afflicted humanity. 
Lbave never seen just such a picture. It 
made me feel that half the world 
was in need of a doctor. Here were the 
halt, the lame and the blind in supera- 
bundance, and paralytics, people twice too 
large withthe dropsy, skeleton dyspeptics, 
others with hideous half-concealed cancers, 
and nearly all wearing that anxious, ex- 
pectant look that comes from a struggle with 
disease. Some of them take a drink and go 
away, others wash their faces, bathe their 
eyes or have the water poured on their heads. 
and sit down onthe side of the hill to rest 
and watch thethrong. As there is a dispute 
as to the ownership ofthe sprimg, there is no 
authority to enforce any regulations «asto the 
use of the water, or as to the conduct of 
the people who go there; hence the 
crowd is its own master. As a general thing, 
however, everybody is well behaved. One 
thing I should certainly abolish is a frigut- 
fully deformed creature who comes early in 
the morning and tortures everybody's ears 
with the strident notes ofan oid fiddie. Not 
centent with this, he brings a huge rattlesnake 


which he keeps in a box with à glass top 
covered over with an old blanket. is tiddle 
he plays constantly for nothing, but he 


charges five cents to see the snake.

The 
grandest view is to be had at night when the 
moon is full and sheds its * light over 
rocky cliff and steep ledge and down into the 
mystic gorges, making here and there long 
dark shadows that creep up the mountain 
sides like huge serpents, and giving to the 
whole a wild, unearthly look that suggests 
some fabled city of the gods. 

But it must be borne in 
mind that this wonderful water, 
coupled even with this splendid scenery, 
will not cure everything. It willnot restore a 
set of lost teeth, but there are men here who 
would swear that it will make hair grow on a 
bead that has been bald and smooth for a 
quarter ofa century. I bave seen one man who 
is here to be cured of deafness, but he says 
he is making siow progress. 

THE ACCOMMODATIONS 
are not of the best description, but noth- 
ing ofa very luxurious nature could be ex- 
pected, owing tothe great rush. There area 
dozen hotels, so called, and some of them are 
fairly comfortable; of boarding houses there 
isnoend. I should say thereare certainly 
not less than 309. Charges are exceedingly 
low and range from 34 to $12 a week. The 
Southern Hotel, which has just 
been teken possession of by Colonel 
Newman, of Greenvilie, Mississippi, is the 
largest and best stopping place in the town, 
1nd when some promised changes are made, 
will be all that could be desired. It is in a few 
yards of the spring, and, deing pretty nigh 
up on the side of the mountain, there can al- 
ways be had a splendid view from its broad 


porticoes. 

The best route by which to come 
here is the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Railroad, which runs 


forty miles nearer the spring than any other 
line. You leave the cars at Pierce City. 290 
miles southwest of St. Louis, and there take 
the stage line. The Nine-Hour Line is the 
best, as it brings you through, a distance of 
fifty-five miles, in nine hours. I came out 
last Sunday. We started about 11 o’clock in 
the morning and arrived here a little before 8 
o’clock. We traveled at the rate of about 
seven miles an hour, as we stopped 
about an bour for dinner. This was pretty 
— driving over a mountain road. I never

member. Our driver was a thoroughbred of 
his class.

The St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad 
Company is building a branch from Pierce 
City to Fayetteville, Arkansas, and will have 
it completed to Seligman, a station twenty 
miles west of bere, by the first of October. 
An excellent stage road is to be constructed 
from there down here, and the ride will then 
be oply three bours long, and will be a pleas- 
ant relief after being cooped up in the cars. 
All things indicate that thisisto be the 
greatest health resort of the continent.

OLE BORNEMANN BULL. 


The Romantic and Somewhat Eventful 
Life of the Famous Violinist. 
From the New York Sun.! 


A dispatch from 9 yesterday an- 
nounced the death of Ole Bull, the violinist, 
at bis home in Bergen, Norway. Ole Berne- 
mann Bull was bern in Bergen on February 5, 
1810. He was passionately fond of music in 
bis earliest years, but his father sternly for- 
bade him to follow bis inclinations. At 
eighteen he was placed in the University at 
Christiania, but was dismissed in disgrace 
when it was learned that he had taken tempo- 
rary charge of an orchestra at one of the thea- 
tere. In the vear following he went to Cas- 
sel, Germany, and offered himself as a student 
of the violin to Spohr. who, however, receiv- 
ed bim so coldly that he despaired, and began 
to study law in the Uuiversity of Goettingen 


instead. He did not keep to is 
Looks long, however, and his 
Lext appearance was again as a 


musician in Minden, but in consequence of a 
duel which he fought there he had to flee the 
country: He went to Paris, where he became 
so Gespondent that he threw himself into the 
Seine one morping. A lady of wealth who 
saw the act saved him from a suicide’s death 
and afterward assisted bim fn bis art because 
she saw in him a striking resemblance to a 
dead son. He soon afterward made his debut 
in public as a violinist, and his success was m- 
stantaneous. In about seven years be nad ac- 
quired a liberal fortune. He married, and in 
1838 he returned to his native Bergen, bought 
an estate and settled there. Five years later 
he came to the United States and gave a series 
of concerts which added greatly to both his 
fame and fortune. He remained beretwo years 
and then went back to Europe, giving concerts 
here and there as the humor took bim. He 
saw something of war in Algeria, making a 
campaign there with Gen. Yusuf. He 
built a theater in Bergen, and tried to estab- 
lish national schools of literature and art in 
Perens His glowing patriotism got him in- 
to trouble with the Government, and vexa- 
tious lawsuits were instituted against him, 
which cost him a good part of his fortune. 
To add to his other troubles his wife died, 
and be again turned his footsteps to the 
United States, landing here for the second 
time m 1852. With nearly all the money he 
bad at command, he bought a tract of 152,000 
acres of wild land in Potter county, Pa., and 
tried to found a Norwegian colony. After 
two years of hard endeavor he had to abandon 
it, with the loss of nearly all his property. 
He came to New York City, leased the Acad- 
emy of Music, and started to give Italian op- 
era. He failed utterly and went back to 
Europe, where he gave concerts with all bis 
old success. He remained abroad until 1869, 
amd then returned witha comfortable fortune 
and settled in Wisconsin, where, in 1870, 
be again married, the lady being a German, 
considerably his junior im years. He has since 
been iving concerts at intervals both here 
road.

The K atydid is 
ride-wheel, 100 by 19; engines, 12 by 48, and 
draws 20 inches light.”

However, ashort time ago two persons suc- 


ceededi—under the respective pretexts of 
building a ‘‘shed’’ and a ‘‘wash-house’’—in 
obtaining building permits, and now it turns 
out that these parties intend to build slaugh- 
ter-houses, and they boast that they 
cannot be restrained either from 
building Or operating the same. There is, 
however, an ordinance on the subject 
which oughtto settle the matter. This drdi- 
nanceis, Ithink, as clear and unmistakable 
as possible, but, owing to the attitude of the 
city authorities, it seemsto be only a farce.

Some Hints About the Fair. 
St. Louis, August 20, 1880. 
To E. C. Simmons, Esq.: 

During the last Fair 1 took particular 
pains to look into the matter ot accommoda- 
tion on the part of the city towards its country 
visiters inthe way of lodgings. The papers 
mentioned? the subject slightly, but, I thoaght, 
with rather an air of pride, as showing the 
great crowd we were able to attract to us. 


But that we made a mistake in ndét providin 
Phoneme pe for our visitors, the facts will 
show. I, myself, saw numbers of persons, ev- 
idently respectable conntry families, trying to 
find rest at night in door-ways;and inquiries 
made of policemen and others show thut 
hundreds of halls and doorways, were filied 
the night through with men, women and 
children, able and anxious to pav for 
respectable lodging, but who had not 
deen able to ündit. Ithink, moreover, that 
the number of disgusted people who returned 
immediately to their homes without going out 
to the Fair at all might be safely estimated at 
ornear 10,000. These statements were at the 
time susceptible of proof, The actual loss to 
the city was considerable; but a moment’s re- 
flection will show that the influence 
exerted by those people among 
their frieuds and neighbors will opere te 
much more largely against the Fair this year 
unless it is generally published and made 
known that systematic means have been taken 
to provide all with accommodations. The 
problem of insufficient transportation to the 
grounds may be next thing to impossible to 
solve. But the lodging question might vo- 
hops be determined by opening an Office 
beadquarters where, for two or tnree wee 

revious to the Puir, all who desire to take 
odgers during Fair week could be invited 
by advertisemem to register their 
address andterms. Policemen and citizens 
generally could then direct our country cous- 
ins to this office, where they would find the de 
sired accommodation. 

It may be that this nintis quite superfinous

A Drinking Mother Neglects Her Cait. 
} dren, Who Are Starving on the 


| Ap a narrow, dirty stairway at No. 2 North 
Seventh street, just around the corner trom 
Market street, is acase of great destitution, 
The house is a ricketty building ang 
bas a number ot labyritnthlan pas- 
sages leading to small cup 

of rooms, every one ot which bears the stam 
of poverty. The stairs creek under the weigh; 
of a person, and a: one gropes his way al 
the dark p distasteful oders 

from numerous ¢racks and permeate the sur. 
rounding atmosphere. The gloom even in 
broad deylight is relieved only occasional 
lv by little gleams of sun- 
shine, ‘which creep in through 
broken panes of glass in isolated windows 
avd sky lgbts. Heartug that a case of destl- 
tution was ia the house a reporter visited the 
place this morning. After several abortive 
attempts to find bis own way he secured the 
assistance of a wow an in the house, who led 
him up two 721 of stairs, and tuen, 
witha whispered direction, hurriedly with- 
d ew. His guide had told him that he would 
tifa a woman in a room in the garret, but be. 
fore reaching the place he discovered the ob- 
ject of his search lying in the hall. The wo. 
man on hearing footsteps rose partly from 
her recumbent position and feebly murmured 
a good morning. In answer to some ques- 
tions she said her name was McDonough 
that her husband, James McDonough, had 


been dead about fourteen months, and 
that she was the mother of two 
children. She is a rather good-look- 


ing woman of about thirty years 
of age and apparently well-qualifiea to earn 
her own living. The surroundings indicated 
the most squalid poverty. Her dress, an old 
cheap calico, was gathered loosely about her 
person, the bottom of the skirt being bedrag. 
gled with mud and filth, From 
its folds two bare feet protruded, 
and it was only after a careful 11 — 
that they could be distinguished as belonging 
to a white woman. By her side, quietly sleep. 
ing, was the 
EMACIATED FORM 

of a little girl two years old. Her other child, 
a bov four years of age, was in the street, 
she did not know where. The woman gaid 
that she ewed about $2 rent and was 
unable to pay it. She was willing 
to work and had started todo some washing 
in a laundry this morning, when she was taken 
sick. On coming down st urs the reporter me; 
the son. He was sitting on a step next doer, 
locking blankly before him. He has a good - 
looking and intellegent face with a sad ex- 
pression. His arms and legs are 
very thin, the flesh being pincned 
off by hunger. The eyes set back lu their 
sockets, with a care-worn expression, which 
gave him the appearance of being much older 
than he reallyis. Ther which covered 
his person were covered With filth, and his 
face, hands and feet looked as if he had just 
risen from his couch in the gutter. 

The neighbors say that the children are 
starving and that they never get anvthing to 
= except what is given them through 
charity. 

The mother is denounced as being a drunk- 
ard, who will do anything for whisky. All 
night she has been known to sit on the steps 
and drink, accepting liquor from the hands of 
colored men, whom she paid in favors. 

The landlord ofthe house, S. Meyers, the 
furniture dealer on Market street near 
Seventh, has ordered a Constable to eject her 
from the premises. If the woman does get 
drunk, she is sick now, and the negiected 
children deserve some sympathy and assist- 
ance.

PROFITS OF GAS-MAKING. 


— 


Gas at Less Than Forty Cents Per 
1,000 Feet. 


From the London Globe. 


The Leeds gas committee has been reducing 
the price of gas from 2s. 2d. per 1,000 feet to 
IS. 10d., and a well-known gas chemist has 
been making known a few facts which enable 
us to perceive how such reduction may very 
well be done. His exposure of the secrets of 
gas-making will no doubt modi * many 
opinions that have been formed in the outside 
world as to the profits of the business. He 
has made a series of analyses of various kinds 
of coal, and has tabulated their products. 
Different coals show a remarkable disparity 
in many respects, and only experts could say 
precisely what may be the net profit from a 
ton of coal, but some idea may be formed by a 
glance over the figures. About 3s. 6d. per 
1,000 cubic feet may, we suppose, be taken to 
be}the Londen price for 16-candle gas. A ton 
of Clay-cross cannel coal yields over 7,000 feet 
of gas of 21-5 candles, besides coke, tar, tar- 
water, and so on. N ew Clay- cross cannel 
gives 10,298 feet of 18-candle gas per ton, 
and the coke remaining weighs nearly as much 
as the coal before it passed through the retorts. 
One description—the Howley Park cannel 
**tops’’—yields 11,952 cubic feet of gas, hav- 
ing an illuminating power of 285 candies, and 
besides this leaves nearly 1,900 weight of coke 
and “Sher ot tar. Another shows an ar- 
erage of 11,100 cubic feet of 29-candle gas. In 
some instances the coke produced 18 said to 
have no commercial value, but some of the 
best descriptions of gas coal, the Boghead 
cannal, for instance, yield 13,204 feet of gas of 
am illuminating power of over 38 candles, as 
well as 27 gallons of tar, and 6 gallons of tar- 
water. The coke, however is good for nothing. 
On the other hand, many coals of less value as 
gas producers Jeave in the retorts coke which 
will realize at least as much as the companies 
pay for the coal, gas and all other products 
being profit. One description representing 
the district of Sheepbridze, gave on analysis 
nearly eleven thousand feet of gas of 14.2 can- 
dle-power, and yielded coke which, when 
ready for market, actually weighed one quar- 
ter seven pounds overtheton. The increase, 
of course, is due to the *‘slacking’’ with wa- 
ter. How curiously varied the results are 
with different kinds of coal is exemplified by 
the fact that one specimen examined gave 
very good coke, but only eleven hundred- 
weight of it, and that duly “‘slacked’’ for the 
market. The companies, of course, do not 
use all cannel coal in the manufacture of their 
gas, and in estimating. profit there are no 
doubt a good many things to be taken into ac- 
count; but when all has been considered, the 
balance which any gas company can mauace 
to extort from a ton of coal would, if the 
tyuth were known, probably excite the envy 
of almost any other purveyors, with the ex- 
ception, perhaps, of the purveyors of water.

Leprosy in the Dominion. 
From the Penn Monthly Weekly Notes. | 


On tbe shores of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
in the New Brunswick marshes, lies the vil- 
lage of Tracadie, called by its neighbors „the 
settlement of misery.’’ I's most notable 
ecifice is the leper-house, which the provin- 
cial government is about to transfer to the 
care of the Dominion of Canada. Its upper 
story is filled with lepeis who are still able to 
see the scanty fisbing-smacks of the village 
set out for the banks. The lower is darkened, 
for its inmates no longer know night from 
day. The disease is said to have been brought 
fromthe Levant, in 1758, in second- band 
clothes, which were distributedamongthe fish- 
ermen at the mouth ofthe Miramichi by the 
captain ofa French ship. It was the next 
year that the disease broke out, and was car- 
ried to the neighboring towns by those who 
fled to escape it. Not until 1844 were any 
steps taken to collect and isolate the victims, 
who were placed first in a pest- house at Shel- 
drake, and three vears later at Tracadie. The 
infection, however, would not have taken 
root, bad not the people been predisposed to 
it by a fish diet and by uncieanly habits. This 
frightful disease was brougut by the Crusad- 
ers into every partof Europe, but has been 
extinguished everywhere except among the 
fishermen of Norway. In their case diet and 
habits have helped to perpetuate itina eli - 
mate which might have been thought the 
most most unfavorable to iis peemanence. 
The English Friends, who visited Norway 
some years ago, gave a most painful account 
of the great leper hospital at Bergen.
